Cattle Feed By-Product May 
Solve Problem, Experts Think. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 2.—Whether the 
manufacture of paper from corn stalks 
will become a commercial 
depends largely upon the value of a 
cattle feed by-product, according to 
Department of Agriculture experts. 
Experiments with a Government herd 
at an experiment station in Maryland 
have proceeded far enough to make 
the experts believe that this by-product, 
a syrup utilized in cattle feed mix- 
tures, will prove sufficiently valuable 
to reduce the cost of corn stalk paper 
to a eommercial basis.

ceipts of the Adams Express Co., did not 
obtain information showing exactly what 
officials received these gifts or what 
was their true value, being unable to 
do so because of the indefinite manner 
in which the accounts were kept with 
regard to these items. It is understood 
it is the custom of the Adams Express 
Co. to disburse about $50,000‘ annually in 
gifts. to railroads and express officials 
and employes. 
One item of expense was $29 for auto- 
mobile hire fer W. C. Taft, general 
manager of the Adams Express Co. at 
Boston, while he was on his wedding 
tour. 
Figures submitted by Attorney Ryan, 
acting for the commission. showed that 
notwithstanding the enormous éarnings 
of the express companies, that pay of 
many of their employes is small. In 
1910 drivers were paid $618 annually: 
porters and janitors, $578; helpers and 
stablemen, $575. 

Rates Out of Proportion. 
Ryan submitted figures showing that 
the rates on express shipments through- 
out the entire country are out of pro- 
portion. There are innumerable _  in- 
stances where the charge is much great- 
er for short hauls than for long ones. 
Ryan showed by figures obtained from 
the express companies that their great- 
est profits are derived from small pack- 
ages, On which the public pays the high- 
er rates. Forty-nine per cent of the rev- 
enue comes from the graduate scale or 
small packages, and the average charge 
per package of this business was 51 
cents each; while 28 per cent of the in- 
come was from business shipped under 
the 100-pound merchandise rate. the av- 
erage charge per parcel being $1.03. It 
was shown by these figures that the av- 
erage return on packages weighing five 
pounds was 40 cents; while that on par- 
cels weighing 165 pounds was 51 cents. 
“Beer appears to be able to take care 
of itsclf.”" This comment was made by 
Comurassioner Lane when it developed 
that on a giver duy the Adams Express 
Co. transported beer at an average rate 
of $8.61 a ton, and on the same day, 
according to the commission's investi- 
gators, small packages of merchandise 
vielded a revenue of $65.65 a ton: the 
transportation of packages of 100 pounds 
or more, $23.45 a ton, and fruits, voge- 
tables, oysters and perishable commod- 
ities generally $13.20 a ton There is a 
return charge ou empty beer kegs.

Aug. 12, 1909, its receipts were $96,909. 
the total shipments, 143,751: the number 
of parcels, 198,302; the total weight, 6,- 
498,985 pounds and the average weignt 
per parcel, 4 pounds. 

Rates Are Lower Abroad. 
A comparison of the express rates in 
this country and in Europe also was 
brecght out. On a parcel weighing 15 
pounds for a distance of 3% miles, the 
rate In this country is 3 to 35 cents: in 
France, 19 cents; in Great Britain, 12 
cents, and in Germany, $ cents, but there 
was an extra charge for delivery to ragi- 
dences. On parcels weighing from 9 to 
) pounds destined to a distance not 
over 50 miles, the rate is * to W cents 
in the United States; 19 cents in France; | 
10 cents In Germany and 2 cents in 
Great Britain.

express trains, the matter of speed and 
expedition receiving greater considera- 
tion in America than in Europe.

An order issued by 
intendent Blake at Jefferson 
hibiting casualty 
ing liability policies for automobile own- 
ers indemnifying them against liability 
for damages arising frum injures to per- 
sons struck by automobiles, has aroused 
the officials of such concerns in St. 
Louis. 

Officials of the companies interested 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter Friday 
they would not quit issuing such poli- 
cies and would make an organized ef- 
fort to)prevent the order from being 
enforced. 

None of the companies doing business 
in St. Louis had received the official 
order Friday, but the announcement that 
it had been made caused them to send 
representatives to Jefferson City to as- 
certain the cause of the ruling. 

The order also prohibits the issuance 
of policies to doctors, dentists, drug- 
indemnifying them 
liability in the dispensing of 
medicines and drugs and surgical opera- 
tions. 

It is feared by the companies that mil- 
lions of dollars in business will be driven 
from the State if Blake is successful in 
enforcing his order. Blake has an- 
nounced he will ‘refuse to issue per- 
mits for such companies to do business 
in the State. There are 50 companies is- 


suing liability insurance in Missourf. 


The American Automobile Insurance 
Co., one of the ‘two Missouri corpora- 
tions licensed to issue liability policies, 
is considered to be one of the hardest 
hit by the order. This company was 
organized six weeks ago with a capital 
of $250,000, and just had begun to do 
business.

W. E. Harmon, Lumber Com- 
pany Bookkeeper, Disappears 
Leaving Wife and Baby. 





Search is being made for William E. 
Harmon, bookkeeper of the F. H. Smith 
Hardwood Lumber Co., Bremen and 
Hall streets, and secretary of the Moose 


Club in the Holland Building. There is 
a discrepancy of $3800 in his accounts 
with the lumber company. 

Harmon has been confidential man of 
the lumber company for three years. He 
has been living with his wife and baby 
at 2213A Salisbury street. He disap- 
peared last Friday. President F. H. 
Smith of the lumber company says a 
telephone message was received by Har- 
mon-athat day requesting him to come to 
the Moose Club and straighten out a 
discrepancy that had been discovered 
there in his accounts. Harmon mrom- 
ised, but according to Smith, he did not 
go and left the city by train that night. 


Shortage of 83800 Is Found. 

When Harmon did not appear Satur- 
day, the National Surety Co., which was 
on his bond for $3000, was notified, and 
R. W. Inman, in charge of the claim 
department, began an investigation. In- 
man said Friday that up to this time 
the shortage that has been discovered 
amounts to $3800. He says it is his un- 
derstanding there is a $1000 discrepancy 
in Harmon's accounts with the Moose 
Club. 

National Organizer Wemsett of the 
Moose order told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that Harmon was merely an un- 
salaried secretary of the Moose Club 
and handled no money. Mrs. Harmon 
told a reporter her husband had been 
charged unjustly with responsibility for 
disappearance of valuables at the club. 

President Smith of tthe lumber com- 
pany’ says the utmost confidence was 
placed in Harmon, and although some 
discrepancies were detected in his ac- 
counts last December, his explanations 
were plausible and they were not looked 
on seriously.

It is so much 
less important than many other reforms 
that I have never been able to take a 
very heated interest init. * * * 


Disorderly Public Antics, 

“If the woman suffrage movement 
were to be judged only by those advo- 
cates of it who discredit themselves and 
their sex by disorderly antics in public, 
and who assail the foundations of pri- 
vate and public morality in their en- 
deavor, not to raise the sense of moral 
duty in man, but to lower the sense of 
moral duty in woman, I should certainly 
cppose the movement. But I do not be- 
lieve these undesirable apostles are in 
any way to be accepted as exponents 
of the cause, and I call attention to the 
fact that they are prominent, not in the 
region where woman suffrage does exist, 
but in regions where it does not ex- 
ne... ee 

‘T believe in woman suffrage 
wherever the women wish it. I 
would not force it upon them where, as 
a body, they do not wish it. I would 
leave the matter to be decided by vote 
of the women themselves. * * * 

‘Most of the women whom I know 
best are against woman suffrage be- 
cause they approach life from the stand- 
point of duty. They are not interested 
in their ‘rights’ so much as in their ob- 
ligations. They tell me that they feel 
that already they have as much to do as 
they can well attend to; that their du- 
ties are numerous and absorbing—al- 
though they are happy in doing them; 
and that, for the very reason that they 
take their duties seriously, and would 
accept suffrage seriously as a duty, they 
€o not think that such a heavy addition- 
al burden should be put on their shoul- 
ders. It ts, however, with me a ques- 
tion whether these women, with busy, 
happy, duty-filled lives, are really typi- 
cal of those other women who are more 
or less defenseless. These other wom- 
en, wage-earning girls for instance, and 
wives whose husbands are brutal or in- 
considerate, would, I believe, be helped 
by the suffrage, if they used it wisely 
and honorably. I hope that {ff women

As a missionary to the fashionable 
women of the West End, Miss Elinor 
Stafford Millar of Melbourne, Australia, 
who prefers to be called a preacher 
rather than an evangelist, is conducting 
a series of religious meetings in the rose 
parlor of the Buckingham Hotel. The 
exercises are under the auspices of the 
Young Women’s Christian Association, 
in connection with the extension work 
of the Moody Bible Institute, Chicago. 

From taxicabs, limousines and smart 
traps, stylishly dressed women descend- 
ed at the hotel Friday morning. Before 
the meeting began they gathered in 
groups and chatted. 

Their talk was not of grand slams at 
bridge, or royal flushes at poker or of 
rickeys. Balls, parties, the opera and 
dinner engagements were not mentioned. 
Instead, such enthusiastic remarks could 
be heard as: 

“What a wonderful woman!” 

“Did you ever hear anything like her 
sermons?” 

Takes Notes on Sermon. 

One woman had a note book in which 
she rapidly wrote the most telling re- 
marks made by the speaker. 

“I have never encountered society 
women before in all my experience as 
“a preacher,’ said Miss Millar to a 
F‘ost-Dispatch reporter. “But I see uo 
reason why women of leisure should not 
take up religion.” 

About 200 women were present. Miss 
Millar began with a prayer, at the end 
of which a chorus of feminine ‘‘amens” 
vas murmured. ‘Then she gave out a 
hymn, in which every one of the audi- 
ence joined. Her sermon was heard 
with rapt silence, or with low-toned 
exclamations of applause. 

Miss Millar is tail, with 
hair and expressive gray eyes. She 
was feminine enough to laugh when 
asked her age and to refuse to reveal 
it. She was dressed in simple black. 

Meetings to Continue. 

The “neighborhood” meetings for s0- 
ciety women will continue on Tuesdays, 
Wednesdays and Thursday mornings of 
next week. On the same nights Miss 
Millar will conduct services for work- 
ing girls at the Washington and Comp- 
ton Presbyterian Church. 

“I prefer to be called a preacher rath- 
er than an evangelist,’’ said Miss Millar 
before the meeting. “The word ‘eyan- 
gelist’ has degenerated until to some 
persons it means ‘mountebank.’ ” 

She said that she was an ardent suf: 
fragist and: that in her native state of 
Victoria, where equal suffrage has been 
in effect 11 years, it has proved an an- 
tidote to Socialism. 

“T don’t say that Socialism is an evil,” 
she continued. “But if it is, Victoria 
has proved that its cure lies In votes 
for women. For many years the Labor 
Party was in power in Autstralia. Vic- 
toria has already turned it out, by tho 
ballots mostly of women, and the other 
states are about to follow sult. 

Doesn't Belleve in Violence. 

“I do not believe in the Pankhurst 
methods of violence, and hope they will 
not be imitated in this country. Some 
men urge that they do not wish their 
wives and sisters to go to the polis, 
as they fear politics might have an evil 
influence. But it has been proved in 
Australia that the ballot has not in any 
way degraded women. They remain 
quite as refined as they did before they 
began voting. It has been proved that 
women want good, clean men in office, 
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am especially glad if its possession will |

DICKENS EDITIONS 


Originals of Illustrations Also to 
Be Shown on Occasion of 





Centenary. 





Rare first editions of Dickens, 
originals of the illustrations which are 
almost as famous as the works of 
Boz" themselves, will be displayed, by 
the Franklin Club at the Artists’ Guild 
next Wednesday night, on the occasion 
of the Dickens centenary. 

Members of the club, which is made up 
of St. Louis book-lovers, believe this 
exhibition will be more complete, in a 
literary way, than any Dickens exhibi- 
tion ever before held, even in -London. 
Personal relics of Dickens abound in 
London, but Americans have captured 
the most valuable of the manuscripts 
and first editions, and I*red W. Leh- 
mann and W. K. Bixby are pre-eminent 
among these American collectors, each 
being the owner of volumes and letters 
which are regarded by experts as price- 
less. Some 350 autograph letters will be 
shown, among them letters written by 
Dickens to the original of his most 
loved woman character, ‘‘Dora.” 

The collection of Dickens first editions 
is complete, with the exception of some 
minor contributions to magazines 
Copies of Dickens’ plays, as well as his 
novels, are included. The illustrations 
to be shown include portraits of tho 
author by his illustrators, and sketches 
of Browne, Cruickshank, Cattermole and 
‘“Phiz’’ for his stories 

After the exhibition talks will be mado 
by the Dr. Rev. Leon Harrison, the Rev. 
Edmund Duckworth and Prof. J. -IL. 
Lowes. Fred W, Lehmann, president of 
the Franklin Club and Solicitor-General] 
of the United States, is expected to 
come here from Washington to preside 
at the event.
